any  of  the  above. ^ 

Female  Practitioners  are  now  admitted  to  the  Licence  of  the  Col- 
lege, but  not  to  the  Fellowship,  and  throughout  these  Regulations  for 
the  Licence  the  masculine  pronoun  is  to  be  read  as  standing  for  Candi- 
dates irrespective  of  sex. 


CHAPTEE  I. 

SCHOOLS  OF  MEDICINE. 

1.  Every  Candidate  for  a  Surgical  Diploma  must  have 
followed  his  Course  of  Study  [Chap.  III.  2]  in  a  University; 
or  in  an  Established  ScJiool  of  Medicine,  as  defined  below  ; 
or  in  a  Provincial  School  specially  recognised  by  the  College 
of  Surgeons  of  that  division  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  which 
it  is  situate. 


*  The  Single  Qualifications  named  in  Schedule  A  of  the  Medical  Act,  1858, 
are  by  the  Act  of  1886  no  longei-,  when  held  singly,  qualifications  admitting 
to  theMedi(ual  Register.  All  Candidates  for  Diplomas  who  require  a  qualification 
for  admission  to  the  Register  must  have  passed  an  Examination  in  Medicine, 
Surgery,  and  Midwifery,  as  laid  down  in  clause  3,  section  (1),  paragraphs 
a,  b,  c,  of  the  Medical  Act,  1886, — that  is  to  saj^,  such  a  qualifying  Examina- 
tion as  is  given  hy  the  Triple  Qualification  Board  in  Scotland,  formed  by  the 
combination  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Pliysicians  and  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh 
and  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow.  Copies  of  the 
Regulations  therefor  may  be  olttained  from  Mr  James  Robertson,  Solicitor, 
1  George  Square,  Edinburgh,  Inspector  and  Treasurer. 


2.  Under  the  title  E st all i shed  School  of  Medicine  are  com- 
preliended  the  Medical  Schools  of  those  cities  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  in  which  Diplomas  in  Surgery  are 
granted,  and  such  Colonial  and  Foreign  Schools  as  are  simi- 
larly circumstanced  in  the  countries  in  which  they  exist. 


CHAPTEPc  II. 

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  TEACHERS. 

1.  The  following  classes  of  persons  shall  be  entitled  to 
give  Lectures  which  may  he  attended  as  part  of  the  Course  of 
Study  : — Isl,  In  the  Unircrsitics  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
The  Professors  of  those  Institutions.  2d,  In  Scotland,  Fellows 
of  the  Iioyal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh,  Fellows  of 
the  Pioyal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,*  and  Fellows  of 
the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow,  whose  Lec- 
tures have  been  sanctioned  in  each  case  by  the  College  or  Faculty 
to  which  the  Lecturer  belongs.  dd,  In  England,  Fellows, 
Members,  and  Licentiates  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of 
London,  and  Fellows  and  ^Members  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  of  England,  whose  status  as  Teachers  has  been  ad- 
mitted by  these  Colleges  respectively,  -itli.  In  Irelaoid,  Fellows, 
Members,  and  Licentiates  of  the  King  and  Queen's  College 
of  Physicians  in  Ireland,  and  Fellows  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  in  Ireland,  whose  status  as  Teachers  has  been 
admitted  by  those  Colleges  respectively,  and  Professors  in  the 
Queen's  Colleges.     5th,  Teachers  on  the  Staff  of  or  recognised 

*  The  College  enacted,  in  184(),  Statutes  regarding  the  iiinimer  of  sanction- 
ing Lecturers  and  Teachers  in  the  Edinburgh  S(dio(>l,  whicli  is  l)y  special 
examination  on  their  several  departments. 

The  only  Lecturers  excepted  from  this  Law  are  tliose  on  Chemistry,  who 
may  he  persons  non-medic'al,  if  recognised  hy  the  College  after  examination 
by  a  Joint  Board  willi  the  College  of  Physicians,  in  conformity  witli  Statutes 
enacted  iu  May  1847,  and  jirinted  separately. 


by  Foreign  or  Colonial  Universities  or  Institutions,  whose 
teaching  qualities  for  examination  for  a  Surgical  qualification 
entitling  the  holder  to  practise  Surgery  in  the  country  in  which 
such  Institutions  are  situate,  and  who  have  applied  for  and 
received  recognition. 

2.  The  College  will  not  recognise  any  Course  of  Lectures 
by  a  Professor  or  Teacher  who  lectures  upon  more  than  one 
of  the  branches  of  instruction  included  in  the  Curricuhim, 
unless  such  Professor  or  Teacher  shall  have  obtained  special 
leave  from  the  College  to  do  so. 

3.  Notwithstanding  the  above  regulation,  the  teaching  of 
two  branches  may  be  undertaken  by  one  individual,  in  the 
following  instances,  without  disqualification  being  incurred— 
viz..  Anatomy  and  Practical  Anatomy  ;  Chemistry  and 
Practical  Chemistry  ;— and  further.  Clinical  jMedicine  or 
Clinical  Surgery  may  be  taught  simultaneously  with  any 
one  of  the  other  courses  of  education  prescribed  in  the 
Curriculum,  by  a  Physician  or  Surgeon  qualified  according  to 
the  Ptegulations  of  the  Colleges,  and  attached  to  a  Public 
Hospital  of  the  size  prescribed  by  the  Eegulations. 


CHAPTER  III. 

professional  education. 

1.  Candidates  must  have  been  engaged,  during  45  months, 
in  Professional  Study,  subsequent  to  the  dates  of  registra- 
tion as  Medical  Students,  which  period  shall  include  not 
less  than  Four  Winter  Sessions',  or  Three  Winter  and 
Two  Summer  Sessions',  attendance  at  a  recognised  INIedical 
School.* 

2.  Candidates   must   have   attended   the   following   sepa-

The  six  months'  courses  delivered  in  Scotland  must  consist  of 
not  fewer  than  100  Lectures,  with  the  exception  of  Clinical 
Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery.  The  three  months'  Courses 
must  consist  of  not  fewer  than  50  Lectures. 

3.  Besides  the  above-mentioned  Courses  of  Lectures,  the 
Candidate  must  produce  the  following  Certificates : — 

(a)  Of  having  attended  not  less  than  six  cases  of  Labouh 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  Practitioner  M'ho  signs 
the  Certificate,  who  must  l)e  a  Eegistered  INIedical  I'racti- 
tioner. 

(b)  Of  having  attended,  i'ov  three  months,  instruction  in

Practical  Pharmacy;  the  Certificate  to  be  signed  by  the 
Teacher,  who  must  be  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  or  a  Cliemist  and  Druggist  recognised 
by  either  College  on  special  application,  or  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Laboratory  of  a  public  Hospital  or  Dispensary,  or  a 
Pegistered  Medical  Practitioner  who  dispenses  medicines  to 
his  patients. 

(c)  Of  having  attended,  for  twenty-four  months,  the  Medical 
and  Surgical  practice  of  a  puljlic  General  Hospital  containing 
on  an  average  at  least  eighty  patients,  and  possessing  dis- 
tinct staffs  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

(d)  Of  having  attended  for  six  months  (or  three  months, 
with  three  months'  Hospital  Clerkship)  the  practice  of  a 
Public  Dispensary  specially  recognised  by  the  College ;  or  of 
havino-  been  engayed  for  six  months  as  visiting  Assistant  to  a 
Eegistered  Practitioner. 

(c)  Of  having  been  instructed  in  Vaccination  during  a  period 
of  not  less  than  six  weeks ;  the  Certificate  to  be  signed  by 
the  Teacher,  who  must  be  a  Eegistered  Practitioner.* 

Candidates  are  strongly  recommended,  when  circumstances 
afford  opportunities,  to  take  a  course  of  Operative  Surgery. 

4.  Graduates  and  Licentiates  of  Medicine  of  any  recognised 
University  or  College  will  be  admitted  to  examination  on 
producing  their  Diplomas  or  Certificates  of  Pegistration  as 
Medical  Practitioners,  together  with  such  Certificates  as  the 
Inspector  may  require  to  verify  the  particulars  inserted  in  the 
Schedule  of  course  of  study. 

*  By  a  regulation  of  tliu  Privy  Council,  of  date  1st  DoLTinber  1859,  no  oiui 
can  be  appointed  as  a  contractor  for  Vaccination  under  the  English  Poor-Law, 
who  does  not  produce  a  certiiicatc  of  proliciency  in  Vaccination  froni  a  person 
authorised  by  the  Privy  Council  to  grant  the  same. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION  IN  GENERAL  EDUCATION. 

1.  All  Candidates  for  the  Diploma  of  the  College  must, 
at  the  commencement  of  their  Professional  Studies,  have 
passed  the  complete  Examination  in  General  Education  re- 
quired by  the  General  ]\Iedical  Council  for  Registration. 


CHAPTER  V. 


PROFESSIONAL  EXAMINATION  FOR  THE  DIPLOISIA  OF  THE 
COLLEGE. 

1.  Candidates  for  the  Diploma  of  the  College  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  one  Professional  Examination,  partly  in  writing  and 
partly  practically  and  orally. 

2.  Opportunities  for  the  Examinations  "will  be  presented 
four  times  in  each  year.*  On  each  of  these  occasions  the 
Candidates  shall  assemble  to  write  answers  to  the  questions 
proposed,  and  the  clinical  and  oral  examinations  shall  be  con- 
ducted on  the  days  immediately  succeeding. 

3.  Unsuccessful  Candidates  shall  be  remitted  to  their  studies 
for  a  period  to  be  determined  by  the  judgment  of  the  Exami- 
ners, but  not  in  any  case  for  less  tlian  three  months. 

EXAMINATION. 

4.  The  Examination  sliall  embrace  the  Principles  and  Prac- 
tice of  Sur(jcry  (including  Operative  Surrjcri/  and  Surykal 
FcUholofji/),  Clinical  Surijcry,  and  Surgical  Anatomy,  and  sliall 
not  take  place  bel'oic  Mh;  tovmination  of  tlie  full  ])cri()d  of 
Study. 

5.  Applications  i'or    ivxaminatidu    must    lie    made    to    Mr

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James  Eobertson,  at  1  George  Square,  Edinburgh,  not  later 
than  one  week  prior  to  tlie  date  of  Examination.* 

6.  Every  Candidate  must  produce  to  Mr  Eobertson — 1st, 
Satisfactory  evidence  of  liis  having  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  ;  2d,  Certificates  of  having  attended  the 
Classes  enumerated  in  Cli.  IIT.  §  2,  and  the  other  certificates 
enumerated  in  Ch.  III.  §  o,  when  required ;  od,  A  tabular 
statement,  carefully  filled  Tip  on  the  printed  form  which 
is  here  interleaved,  exhiljiting  the  whole  of  his  professional 
education,  and  distinguishing  the  Classes,  Hospitals,  Dis- 
pensaries, and  Schools  attended  during  each  session  of  his 
studies.  This  statement,  accurately  filled  up  and  attested 
by  his  signature,  will  be  preserved  by  the  College  as  a 
record;  and  4th,  The  Diploma  in  ]\Iedicine,  certificate  of 
registration  as  a  Medical  Practitioner,  or  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  having  passed  a  full  examination  for  the  Diploma 
in  Medicine. 

7.  On  the  production  of  these  documents,  ^Nfr  IJobertson 
will  give  the  Candidate  an  order  authorising  the  Examiners 
to  admit  him  to  examination. 

8.  The  fee  of  £15,  los.  payable  to  the  College  must  be 
lodged  in  the  hands  of  Mr  James  liobertson,  at  1  George 
Square,  Edinburgh,  not  later  than  one  week  preceding  the 
examination-day.  The  sum  of  £10,  10s.  will  be  returned  to 
each  unsuccessful  Candidate. 

9.  Candidates  whose  previous  Examinations  may  be  con- 
sidered by  the  President's  Council  to  have  been  insufficient  in 
any  of  the  other  subjects  contained  in  the  Curriculum  of  Study 
(pp.  6  and  7)  may  be  required  to  pass  an  additional  Examina- 
tion in  such  subjects  before  being  admitted  to  the  Examination 
on  the  subjects  detailed  in  sec.  4 ;  but  none  of  the  subjects  of 
examination  (sec.  4)  will  he  umitted,  even  if  some  of  them  slionld 
have  formed  part  of  examination  hy  anotlier  Board. 

*  Candidates  at  a  distance  are  requested  to  send  tlieir  Certificates  much 
earlier,  so  as  to  give  sufficient  ti)ne  for  the  exchange  of  one  or  two  explana- 
tory letters  ;  as  much  disappointment  lias  been  occasioned  hy  the  discovery 
of  defects  in  the  Course  of  Study  when  it  was  too  late  to  rectify  them  Ity  the 
production  of  documents. 
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10.  Candidates  desirous  of  Special  Examinations,  on  other 
days  than  those  fixed  by  the  Eegulations,  must  prepare  a 
case  to  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  authorities 
of  the  College,  with  evidence  .to  shew  why  it  was  and  is 
impossible  for  them  to  avail  themselves  of  the  ordinary 
examination,  past  or  future.  Tliey  must,  at  the  same  time, 
fill  up  and  lodge  the  req^iisite  Schedule  and  2>roduce  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  the  whole  of  the  preserihcd  Coiirse  of  Study, 
of  haviny  imssed  the  Preliminary  Examination,  and  fulfilled 
conditions  ofSj^ecial  Notice  on  page  3;  tlicy  -must  state  the  earliest 
and  the  latest  days  unihin  u-hich  they  can  p7'cscnt  themselves.* 
It  is  very  desirable  that  all  such  Candidates,  and  especially 
those  who  are  at  a  distance  from  Edinburgh,  should  present 
their  applications  as  long  beforehand  as  possible.  The  fee  for 
a  Special  Examination,  which  must  be  lodged  not  later  than 
two  da3's  preceding  the  examination-day,  is  as  follows,  viz. : — 
£20  for  Examination  ;  of  which  £10  will  be  returned  to  Can- 
didates remitted  on  Examination. 

11.  In  order  to  test  more  effectually  the  practical  know- 
ledge of  Candidates,  recent  dissections  and  anatomical  speci- 
mens will  be  employed  during  examination.  They  will  also 
be  subjected  to  a  practical  clinical  examination  in  the  Sur- 
gical Hospital,  including  the  application  of  surgical  apparatus, 
bandages,  surface  markings,  etc. ;  and  may,  if  it  be  considered 
necessary  to  test  their  knowledge,  be  required  to  perform 
operations  on  the  dead  body. 

12.  Xo  Candidate  sliall  be  admissible  to  examination  who 
has  been  rejected  in  the  subjects  of  this  Examination  l)y  any 
other  Licensing  Board  within  the  three  months  preceding  his 
application  to  be  examined. 

13.  Tlie  sums  stated  in  the  various  sections  of  this  and  the 
preceding  Chaj)ter  include  all  fees,  of  every  kind,  and  the 
Oflicer  is  prohibited  from  receiving  any. 

14.  liy  the  Bye-laws  of  the  College  it  is  provideil  that  il'  the 
name  of  any  Licentiate  holding  the  Surgical  Diploma  of  the 

*  Attention  is  i'C{iue.stcd  tn  tliu  jioiiils  in  italius. 
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College  has  been  erased  from  the  Medical  Register  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Medical  Act  1858,  section  XXIX.,  it 
shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  College,  at  a  meeting  specially 
summoned  for  the  purpose,  and  with  the  concurrence  of  not 
less  than  three-fourths  of  the  Fellows  present,  to  recall  the 
Diploma  of  such  Licentiate,  and  declare  the  same  to  be  void, 
and  any  one  upon  whom  such  recall  has  been  served  shall 
cease  to  be  a  Licentiate. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

DECLARxVTION  BY  LICENTIATES  ON  ADMISSION. 

Every  Candidate  on  passing  the  Examination  shall  enter 
his  name  in  the  Eegister  of  Licentiates  of  the  College,  and 
ijpso  fado  subscribe  the  following  Declaration,  and  bind  and 
oblige  himself  to  conform  to  its  requirements  : — 

*'  I  do  hereby  solemnly  and  sincerely  declare  that  I  will  main- 
tain and  defend  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  that  I  will  not  advertise  or  employ  any 
unbecoming  metliod  of  obtaining  practice,  or  associate  myself  with 
any  person  who  does  so,  that  I  will  not  publish  any  matter  pre- 
judicial to  the  interests  of  the  College  or  derogatory  to  the  honour 
of  my  profession.  I  also  undertake  to  observe  all  the  laws  of  the 
said  Royal  College,  made  and  to  be  made,  under  the  penalty  of  the 
forfeiture  of  my  Diploma,  and  all  rights  I  can  legally  demand  as  a 
Licentiate." 


CHAPTER  VI L 

REGULATIONS  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  LECTURERS 
IN  EDINBURGH. 

1.  Every  Lecturer  at  this  School  of  Medicine  shall  ascer- 
tain, at  least  twenty-five  times  in  a  six  months'  course,  and 
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twelve  times  iu  a  tliree  luonths'  course,  the  actual  attendance 
given  by  his  pupils. 

2.  He  shall  do  this  hy  calling  the  name  of  each  pupil  at 
least  once  a-week,  and  enter  in  a  regular  roll-book  the  pre- 
sence or  absence  of  each  individual ;  the  Students,  of  course, 
being  kept  in  ignorance  of  the  particular  days  on  which  this 
is  to  be  done,  excepting  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  roll-call, 
■which  shall  not  be  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  Session. 

3.  Tlie  said  roll-book  shall  be  kept  according  to  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  College ;  shall  also  be  carefully  preserved ; 
and  shall  be  at  all  times  accessible  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
College;  on  whom  it  shall  be  incumbent  to  examine  the  roll- 
book  of  each  class  at  least  once  during  every  Session,  before  the 
termination  of  the  Winter  and  Summer  Sessions  respectively. 

■i.  On  granting  certificates  of  attendance  on  their  classes 
the  Lecturers  shall  use  the  annexed  Form,  filling  np  the 
blanks  with  words  at  length,  and  on  no  account  employing 

figures : —

5.  "When  a  Student's  certificate  of  attendance  bears  that 
he  has  been  more  than  five  times  absent  in  a  six  months' 
course,  or  more  than  thrice  in  a  three  month.s'  course,  when 
the  roll  of  his  class  was  called,  the  Inspector  shall  intimate 
this  ;it  the  foot  of  that  Student's  letter  to  the  Examiners, 
specifying  the  branch  or  branches  on  which  the  attendance 
was  defi'ctive,  in  order  that  he  may  be  particularly  examined 
upon  them,  lint  if,  on  the  other  hand,  a  Student's  certificate 
of  attendance  bears  that  he  has  been  more  than  eight  times 
absent  in  a  .six  nionths'  course,  or  more  than  four  times  in  a 
three  months'  course,  he  shall  not  l)e  admitted  to  examina- 
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tion  until  he  has  attended  another  course  of  lectures  on  every 
such  department  of  study. 

6.  When  a  Student's  absence  has  been  occasioned  by 
sickness,  or  any  other  unavoidable  cause,  such  cause  shall  be 
stated  in  the  certificate  of  attendance  granted  by  the  Lecturer, 
and  the  President  and  Council  of  the  Collesie  shall  decide 
whether  the  Student  shall  or  shall  not  be  required  to  attend 
another  course  of  such  lectures  before  presenting  himself  for 
examination. 

7.  The  above  Regulations  shall  be  imperative  on  every 
Lecturer  at  this  School  of  Medicine  whose  Lectures  are 
recognised  by  the  College;  and  it  is  hereby  notified  that, 
in  the  event  of  its  being  ascertained  that  any  Lecturer  evades 
the  faithful  enforcement  thereof,  the  College  will  not  hesitate 
to  withdraw  its  recognition  of  liis  Course  of  Lectures. 


CHAPTEE  VIII. 


ABSTRACT   OF  THE  LAWS   OF  THE  ROYAL  COLLEGE  OF   SURGEONS 
OF   EDINBURGH   IN   REFERENCE   TO  THE   FELLOWSHIP. 

1.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a  Candidate  for  the 
Fellowship  who  is  not  in  possession  of  the  Diploma  of  the 
Eoyal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  or  of  the  lioyal 
College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  or  of  the  lioyal  College 
of  Surgeons  of  Ireland,  or  of  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Glasgow. 

2.  Every  Candidate  for  the  Fellowship,  with  the  exception 
of  those  admissible  under  the  old  Constitution,  with  right  to 
the  Widows'  Fund,  and  those  hereinafter  mentioned  in  section 
3,  shall  be  required  to  show  that  he  is  twenty-five  years  of  age, 
and  that  he  has  for  at  least  two  years  subsequent  to  the  date  of 
having  obtained  a  qualification  in  Surgery  specially  recognised 
by  the  College  been  engaged  in  the  study  or  practice  of  his 
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profession ;  and  before  having  his   Petition  laid  before  the 
College,  shall  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  as  follows  : — 

-1-  Those  who  are  already  Licentiates  of  this  College: 

On  Principles  and  l*ractice  of  Surgery,  Clinical  and 
Operative  Surgery,  and  one  optional  subject. 

-B-  Those  who  are  not  Licentiates  of  this  College : 

On  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Clinical  and 
Operative  Surgery,  Surgical  iVnatoniy,  and  one 
optional  subject ; 

And  in  such  supplementary  subjects  as  have  not,  in  an 
adequate  manner,  been  included  in  the  examination 
for  the  registral.)le  surgical  qualification  possessed 
by  such  Candidate,  and  which  are  required  in  the 
examination  for  Licentiates  of  this  College. 

The  optional  subjects  shall  embrace — 

a.  Surgery  ill  anyone  of  its  special  brandies  : — Ophthalinic, 

Aural,    Laryngeal,     Dental,     Orthupiedic,     Syphilitic, 
Genito-Urinary  ; 

b.  Advanced  Anatomy  ; 

c.  Advanced  Phj'siology ; 

d.  Surgical  Pathology  and  Morbid  Anatomy  ; 

e.  Midwifery  ; 
/.   Gyncecology ; 

(J.  IMedical  Jurisprudence  ; 
h.  Hygiene; 
L  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Tiieraptiutics. 

The  Exandnarions  on  these  subjects  shall  when  possible  be 
Clinical  or  Practical  as  well  as  AVritten  and  Oral. 

In  addition  to  the  A\''rittcii,  Oral,  and  Clinical  Kxaminatidus 
the  Candidate  will  be  exannned  on  the  use  of  sui-gical  ai)pa- 
ratus,  and  may  be  required  to  perform  operations  on  the  dead 
body. 

He  shall  give  notice  of  his  intention  to  present  himself  at 
least  three  weeks  before  the  examination,  and  at  the  same 
time  mention  the  optional  subject  selected,  so  that  his  Peti- 
tion mav  lie  laid  before  the  President's  Council. 
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3.  It  shall  notwithstanding  bo  in  the  jDower  of  the  Tresident's 
Council,  in  the  case  of  Candidates  who  shall  be  liegistered 
Practitioners  of  not  less  than  forty  years  of  age,  and  who 
have  been  in  practice  for  not  less  than  ten  years,  and  who 
have  highly  distinguished  themselves  by  original  investiga- 
tions, to  consider  their  claims,  and  if  these  and  the  registrable 
surgical  qualifications  they  possess,  seem  of  a  sufficiently  high 
order,  to  recommend  such  Candidates  to  the  College  for  ballot 
without  examination. 

4.  Every  Candidate  for  the  Fellowship  (with  the  exception 
of  those  entitled  to  enter  under  the  old  Constitution  of  the 
College,  and  having  right  to  its  Widows'  Fund)  shall  lodge 
with  Mr  James  liobertson,  1  George  Square,  Edinburgh,  a 
Petition  for  Examination  with  a  view  to  admission,  and  shall 
be  recommended  by  two  Fellows  as  proposer  and  seconder, 
of  whom  one  at  least  shall  be  resident  in  Edinburgh.  Forms 
of  Petition  will  be  supplied  on  application  to  Mr  liobertson. 

5.  Candidates  for  the  Fellowship  (not  embraced  under  the 
exception  to  Law  4)  shall  pay  £30  to  the  College  Funds,  in- 
cluding all  Fees.  The  money  shall  be  payable  to  Mr  James 
Robertson  immediately  upon  the  presentation  of  the  Petition. 
The  fee  paid  by  any  Candidate  not  admitted  shall  be  returned 
to  him  ;  but  in  the  case  of  Candidates  by  examination  not 
being  successful,  £5  shall  be  retained  as  examination  ex- 
penses. 

{^Xotc. — Candidates  must  understand  tliat,  until  the  procedure  specified 
in  Laws  6,  7,  and  8  hereof  lias  taken  place  and  tlioir  election  has 
been  declared,  tliey  are  not  authorised  to  use  the  title  of  Fellow.) 

6.  The  billets  calling  the  meetings  at  which  the  Petition  is 
to  be  laid  before  the  College,  shall  intimate  the  name  and 
surgical  qualification  of  the  Candidate,  his  professional  ap- 
pointments, if  any,  and  the  names  of  his  proposer  and 
seconder,  and  whether  such  Petition  is  presented  after  or 
without  examination. 

7.  The  Petition  shall  be  considered  at  a  subsequent  meet- 
ing, to  be  held  not  earlier  than  four  weeks  after  the  first; 
and,  in  the  meantime,  the  Petition,  with  the  names  of  the 
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proj^oser  and  seconder,  shall  have  been  hung  up  in  the 
Library ;  and  the  billets  calling  the  second  meeting  shall 
contain  an  intimation  in  the  same  form  as  those  of  the 
first, 

8.  At  the  meeting  for  finally  considering  the  Petition  of 
the  Candidate,  except  in  the  case  of  those  eligible  for  the 
Widows'  Fund,  the  result  shall  be  ascertained  by  ballot. 
Pive-sixths  of  the  votes  are  required  to  entitle  the  Candi- 
date to  be  admitted ;  and  the  number  of  those  voting  shall 
not  be  less  than  twenty. 

9.  The  Candidate  shall  be  informed  of  the  result  of  the 
ballot ;  but,  before  taking  his  seat  as  a  Fellow,  he  shall  make 
a  declaration  to  the  following  effect,  and  shall  subscribe  the 
same  in  the  Sederunt -Book  : — "  1  hereby  promise  faithfully  to 
"  maintain  and  defend  all  the  rights,  liberties,  and  privileges 
"  of  the  Eoyal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  and  to  pro- 
"  mote  the  interests  thereof  to  the  utmost  of  my  power.  I 
"  also  promise  faithfully  to  obey  all  the  laws  of  the  said 
"  Pioyal  College,  made  and  to  be  made." 

10.  Candidates  who  do  not  find  it  convenient  to  repair  to 
Edinburgh  may  be  permitted,  by  a  vote  of  the  College,  to 
be  enrolled  as  Fellows  in  absence,  if  they  transmit  letters 
of  obligation  to  conform  to  No.  9  before  taking  their 
seats. 

11.  Every  Fellow,  on  his  admission,  shall  receive  a  Diploma 
with  the  Seal  of  the  College  appended ;  and,  as  regards 
Fellows  admitted  after  examination,  the  Diploma  shall  bear 
that  such  lias  been  the  case. 

12.  Every  Fellow  is  entitled  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
College,  and  to  take  part  in  the  proceedings  and  in  the  elec- 
tion of  OH  ice-bearers. 

13.  No  Fellow  of  the  College  shall  keep  an  open  shop  ibr 
the  sale  of  drugs  or  other  merchandise. 

14.  No  Fellow  of  the  College  shall  allow  his  name  to  be 
connected  with  advertisements  or  publications  of  an  indelicate 
or  immoral  nature. 

15.  No  Fellow  of  the  College  shall  practise,  or  profess  to 
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practise,  by  the  use  of  or  according  to  any  secret  remedy  or 
method  of  treatment ;  or  shall  allow  his  name  to  be  connected 
with  advertisements  for  the  sale  of  any  secret  remedy,  or  for 
practice  by  the  use  of  any  secret  remedy  or  method  of 
treatment ;  or  shall  connect  himself  in  partnership  or 
otherwise,  or  continue  in  connection  with  any  person 
practising  by  means  of  or  advertising  the  sale  of  any  secret 
remedy. 

16.  No  Fellow  shall  be  guilty  of  any  deception  or  other 
immorality  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  or  shall  in  any 
other  way  conduct  himself  inconsistently  with  the  honour 
and  decorum  which  become  his  position  as  a  Fellow  of  the 
College.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  College  (at  a  meet- 
ing specially  called  for  the  purpose,  and  after  such  notice  to 
such  Fellow  of  the  day,  hour,  and  place  of  meeting  as  the 
College  may  fix,  in  order  that  he  may,  if  so  advised,  be  heard 
in  his  own  defence)  to  take  into  consideration  the  facts  and 
circumstances  of  such  alleged  case,  and,  if  necessary,  to  hold 
adjourned  meetings  thereanent ;  and  on  being  satisfied  of  the 
guilt  of  such  Fellow,  the  College  may,  with  the  consent  of  not 
less  than  three-fourths  of  the  Fellows  present,  pass  such  cen- 
sure, or  sentence  of  suspension,  against  such  Fellow,  as  tliey 
may  see  fit ;  or  recall  his  Diploma  and  declare  the  same  to  be 
void ;  and  on  such  recall  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  Fellow  of  the 
said  College.
